SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM (non-film) entitled Sakura II is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication mainly consists of 1000 bitmap files which are still images. The 
collected images are photographs of a sexually explicit nature, mostly in full colour 
with a few black and white. Subjects include single posed females and males, explicit 
sexual activity, sado-masochistic sexual activity, and depictions of bound and gagged 
or taped women. A number of the bound females have the appearance of having 
been kidnapped and subjected to sexual conduct, some of which also presents as 
cruel. Depictions include children and young persons engaging in sexual activity or 
presented in a sexualised manner, the use of violence and coercion to compel females 
(and males, to a lesser degree) to submit to sexual conduct, and the infliction of 
extreme cruelty. 

The collection is for the purpose of titillation and sexual arousal. The publication 
therefore tends to promote and support the exploitation of children and young persons 
for sexual purposes, the use of violence and coercion to compel females to submit to 
sexual conduct, and the infliction of extreme cruelty. Under section 3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, a publication tending to promote and 
support these activities is deemed objectionable. Having also given due consideration 
to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, the resulting limit 
on the availability on the publication is determined to be demonstrably justified and 
prescribed by law. 
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
